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To THE 


E following Tragedy is built upon a Piece of Hiſtory known 
to every Body, and I have kept cloſe to Truth, as to the ma- 
terial Facts, without allowing myſelf thoſe Liberties, gene- 

rally taken in Performances of this Kind. This Rule Mr. 
Shakeſpear ſeems to have had much in his Eye; and to me it ſeems 

a moſt juſt one, eſpecially where the Hiſtory, upon which the 'Tragedy 
is built, is univerſally known: For as Truth has Beauties which no 
Invent ion can equal, ſo in my Opinion it muſt be ſhocking to moſt People, 
either to bear or read the Actions of a Great Man, told in a diffe- 
rent Way from what they really were, or Battles and other material Oc- 
currences mention 'd, that never happen d. 


oY have likewiſe always thought, that in Performances of this Kind, the 
main Defign of the Author ſhould be to imitate Nature ; and therefore, 
any thing bombaſt or too florid, is a greater Fault here, than in a Per- 
formance, where human Nature is only deſcrib'd as it ought to be, * Hl |

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gedy is the Hiſtory of People, as they are ſuppos' 4 really to have been; 
and as Perſons there, ought, I think, be made converſe together in the 
familiar Way, ſo I have endeavour'd to make the ſeveral Converſations, 
through this Performance, as natural as I could; and therefore have ex- 
eluded what is owing alone to the Power of Fancy, as much as was in 
my Power, in any Conſiſtency with giving Entertainment to the Audi- 
ence, or to the Reader; only in the Converſations betwixt Lovers, I 
think there is nothing unnatural, nor forc'd, to give way a little to Fancy 
and Imagination, becauſe, I believe, every Body who has known that Paſſion, 
will own that they naturally have their Room in ſuch Converſations, 


Long inus, who is own'd. by every Body, to have laid down the beſt 
Rules for Writers, particularly in the Way of Tragedy, excludes from 
it, the Nimzs alta, which, as he obſerves, are not the Sublimia; and in 
another Place he mentions this as the proper Rule, by which the truly 
_ uſeful and ſublime is to be known, 2g. When there is a Vis er Impetus 
inexpugnabilis upon the Hearer; that is, when the Judgment is at onee 
carried into the Author's Reaſoning, and not where the Fancy is ouly 
tickl'd, this ſeems to be the Buſineſs of Low-Comedy and Farce, but is 
Wuchs below the Gravity of Tragedy. To ſhow the Opinion of that great 
Man, upon the ſwell'd, florid Way of writing, I ſhall ſet down the Words 
of the Latin Verſion of his Treatiſe, upon the Sublime, the original Greek 
not being ſo univerſally underſtood ; HVitioſi, autem funt & in corporibus, 
6 iu ſcriptis Tumores, qui nihil ſolidi in ſe habent falftque ſunt, & qui 

fortalle ducunt nos in contrarium, nia enim Gag ſiccius eft homing 
hyaropico. 


1 have inſiſted the more upon this, becauſe I heartily wiſh, that in 
Writings for the Stage, ſome Share of that Pains taken to tickle the 
Fancy, and make the Audience laugh, were beſtow'd upon inſtructing 
them; in which Cafe; the Stage, inſtead of being complain'd of by the 
graver Part of Mankind, would be to their Taſte. I have always been of 
Opinion, that a rightly regulated Theatre, wou'd be of vaſt Uſe towards 
making Mankind better and wiſer; for abundance of People will hear 
Truths with Pleaſure, when blended with the Entertainments of a Stage, 


who perhaps wy not think it "a enough to hear them! in a more ſacred 
Place.

| Place. A Man; be he ever ſo abandon'd to every thing that's wicked, 
does not think he acts out of Character, when he hears Truths, diametri- 
cally oppoſite to his Way of Life, in a Play-Houſe; and as no ſolid Argu- 
ment can be brought againſt the Duties of Morality, either in publick or 
in private Life, ſo young Folks are generally corrupted, more by Jeſts 
and Pleaſantry, than Reaſoning ; and therefore, I think nothing would 
conduce ſo much to impreſs them with right Principles, as to'make Uſe 
of the Entertainment of the Stage to put them in good Humour, and 
T ruth will of Courſe force its Way, when it's heard without Prejudice.

If you think [ have cntfereſe'd my own Rule, and gone higher than 
ö Nature, in the Deſcription of my Hero the Prince of Orange, read his 
real Hiſtory, and you'll be ſoon rectify'd of that Miſtake: And if you 
think the Characters of Prince Maurice and his Miſtreſs, are too compleat 
to be real, be convinced of your Miſtake, by obſerving their Royal High- 
neſſes the Prince and Princeſs of J/ales, whoſe mutual Happineſs, and Ten- 
derneſs for each other, exceeds that Deſcription, and whoſe Souls are 
_ equally full of Benovolence to their Fellow Creatures. 


As the great Delign of Tragedy is to repreſent Virtue in a beautiful 
Light, either by making it bravely get the better of the Misfortunes of 
Life, or bearing them in ſuch a Way, as, that the Heroc tho oppreft ſhall 
appear more amiable, than another Man void of his Virtues, tho' crown'd 
with the greateſt good Fortune and Succeſs; ſo I believe, no Hiſtory of 
any Nation can produce a more compleat Heroe, than Milliam the firſt 
Prince of Orange, whom our great Deliverer, King Milliam his Grand- 
Child, ſeems to have followed as his Copy, both in his Donny and 
Bravery. 


I lay my Apt with this Puerta being criticiz d upon, but if 
it any WAY contributes to recommend a Publick Spirit and Good-will te 
Mankind, i have my Intention ; and, ſhould it not be lik'd, the World 
b may have ſome Amends made them, by my future lnconcern in Affairs 
| of this Kind,

I have, in Imitation of the Aenne made the Narrative of Facts, 
much fuller than is now practis d. The Reaſon they give for this Method, 
is, that it contributes a great deal to heighten the Reader's Idea of the 
Heroe, when the Particulars of a great Action are ſet down. 


I ſhall make no other Apology, for oubliſhing a Performance of this 
Kind in Proſe, but this, that I think it's the moſt natural Way, for any 
Treatiſe made up of Converſations, as Tragedy is, ſeeing no body in com- 
mon Life converſe in Verſe; I know the ordinary Method has been other- 

wiſe, both amongſt the Antients and Moderns, which I impute chicfly to 
this, that the Authors of moſt of the Performances of this Kind have 
been Poets: At the ſame time, Iwill be far from taking upon me, to con- 


demn a Method approven of by ſo many Authors, of much better Judg- 
ment than I pretend to have in ſuch Matters,

He was none of theſe butchering Heroes, who delight in Blood and Slaugh- 
ter; the Moment after he overcame an Enemy by his Courage, he ap- 
peared all Goodneſs, all Calmneſs; he never miſſes being Conqueror, 
tho oftentimes his Army is not one to three of the Enemy, and he never 
fights but under Juſtice's Standard, 

C. Hoſt. (Taking up the Book.) I obſerve two or three Places folded 
down, I ſuppoſe theſe are Paſſages that pleaſe your Highneſs. 

Pr. Fr. Maur. It's very true, I have mark d two Places, as what, in 
my Opinion, ſhew him in a more exalted Light than all his Victories put

— The ſecond Paſſage is, when Peter King of Caſtile in 
Spain, on his being dethroned, fled to his Protection, he marches with an 
Army of brave Engliſhmen, from his Government of Guienne to Spain, 


defeats Du Geſchlin, the General of the Uſurper's Army, in ſingle Com- 


bat before the Battle, and then cuts in Pieces his Army, though three 
times his Number: But all this is but Bravery, his Behaviour atterwards 
is what charms me. Being inform'd the King had not uſed his Subjects 


well, and had encroached upon their Liberties, he tells him, he was to

compare him with a Man of equal Courage, and who poſſeſsd theſe Vir- 
tues: To ſhow you this by an Example, let us compare the Theban He- 
roe Epaminondas, with the great Alexander, The firſt was born in a 
{mall Common-Wealth, ſubject to Sparta's Power, who then all Greece 
made tremble; he by his Example, rouzd the Courage of his Country- 
men, then eſteem'd the greateſt Cowards in Greece, made them aſſert their 
Tiiberty, againſt a State fam'd for Power and Valour. And after many 
Actions, in which he was crown'd with Succeſs, he bravely fell in Bat- 
_ tle for that glorious Cauſe, the Liberty of his Country, but not till he 
had ſeen the Victory declare itſelf as he could wiſh, and fo his Country 
free. He never ſhow'd a ſeifiſh View, neer ſought a Thing, but what was 
for the Publick Good, nor did he ever fight a Battle, but for a Cauſe that 
Heaven thought juſt. Riches and all its Gauderies, he deſpisd, and fol- 
low'd Truth ſo ſacredly, that all Hiſtorians agree he never told a Lye. 
In ſhort, his Bravery was attended with all theſe God-like Qualities, that 
make Heav'n itſelf the Seat of Bliſs.-—'That other Grecian Heroe, Alex 
ander, run o'er the World like a Comet; hundreds of Provinces he con- 
quer'd, much greater each of them, than the Country in which the other 
{ought ; but then the Good and Weltare of his Fellow-Creatures was not 
in his View. He conquer'd Kingdoms to which he had no Right, nor 
againſt whom he had no Cauſe for War; his only View was Power, and 
be regarded not, whether the Methods he made Uſe of to attain it, were 


juſt. or nat; and when he got it, he us'd it only for his Whim, he forgot 


he was a Man, and thought that all Mankind were born to be his Slaves ; 
his Paſſions made his Reaſan ſubje& to them; ſo when he was the World's 
great Maſter, he was. himſelf a Slave, a Slave of the worſt Kind ror 


- 
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When theſe two Men are put in Competition, will any Man, who has a 
Senſe of Goodneſs, Truth, and of Humanity, miſs to prefer the Charac- 
ter of the firſt; in him all Qualities Heroick center without -a Fault; 
in the other, the Qualities of the Heroe are chequer'd fo with Vice, that 
which of the two exceeds, it's hard to tell. — No, Schinche, my great 
Father has convincd me, that the only Path to Honour, is to ſerve my 
Country. I want no Power, but to do good, and this the Law, in no free 
Common-Wealth does hinder one to do; and if ever 1 ſhould wiſh to act 
another Part, I want to be prevented by the Law, from doing what 
muſt be diſgraceful to my Memory For, believe me, the leaſt Injuſtice 
done by a great Man, muſt tarniſh his Glory ; and Power can ne'er be 
worth a Wiſh, except it is conſiſtent with the Intereſt of one's Country, 
and Mankind's Good. | 1 5 93 8 
Schin. Is it poſſible that your Highneſs can ever think of living in a 
Common- Wealth, where any factious Man may thwart you, who envies- 
your Glory? No, it's impoſſible you can do Actions worthy of yourſelf, 
till you have Power abſolute and uncontroll'd ; for Prinees are not born, 
to have their Actions ſubject to the Caprice of other Men, to have them 
_ condemn'd or approv'd by their Taſte. * 
Pr. Fr. Maur. You are much miſtaken, Schinche, if you imagine that 
it is my Intereſt to be abſolute; no, the Riches of a Country depend up- 
on its Freedom, and upon its Riches depends its Power. Notwithſtand- 
ing the vaſt Expence we have been at, for our Defence againſt the Pow- 
er of Spain, the Country is much richer, than it was before the War be- 
zun; and for this Reaſon only, every one now poſſeſſes his Property in 
Safety; and if we can protect ourſelves againſt the Enemy, each Man is 
cortain, that what he gets by Induſtry is his own. This makes a People. 
brave in Battle, and ſpend their Treaſure chearfully, when they conlider 
that what they fight for, is themſelves and Families; whereas, a Slave to- 
abſolute Command, has no Reafon to expoſe his Life, becauſe he ne'er 
can be in a State more miſerable, and only may change a Maſter. Be- 
fides, is it not plain, from the Hiſtory of all Ages paſt, that the Slaves of 
abſolute Princes, were ne er able to reſiſt, the Bravery of a People poſleſs'd 
of Liberty and Freedom? How poor a Figure did the Perſians make, 
againſt the Grecian Republicks, tho twenty times their Number? Each of 
_ theſe Common-Wealths, was a Terror to the neighbouring Monarchs; but 
how poor a Figure make they nowe that whole Country ſince is was en- 
flav'd, makes not the Appearance that one ſingle City made, when that 
Country was bleſs'd with Liberty; that Country, then the Seat of Bravery 
and Learning, is now inhabited by a daſtardly, ignorant Pack of Slaves, 
who are unworthy of the Name of Succeſſors to the antient Greeks, Let 
ns next conſider the Common-Wealth of Rome, there you'll obſerve the 
glorious Effefts of Liberty moſt conipicuous ; how poor, how mean a Fi- 
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gure, do the abſolute Princes make, who fought againſt them, as long as 
they continued free, and breath'd the Air of Liberty, What Difference 
is there betwixt a Roman Soldier, under Emilins Paulus, and thoſe who 
fought under Perſeus, King of Macedon ? How was that Tyrant left alone 
both by his Troops and Flatterers, upon his firſt Defeat, tho' in Numbers 
he was ſtill ſuperior ? How eaſily was Antiochus the Great, his numerous 
Army the Flower of all Aſia, cut in Pieces by Aſiaticus, tho in Number ſix 
to one ? And with what little Armies did the brave Lucullus defeat the nu- 
merous Armies of Mithridates, the greateſt Prince that then the World 
knew; a Prince of Power unlimited, he and his Allies, Maſters of almoſt all 
the Power of Aſia! Do not you ſee, that theſe ſame Romans found more 
Difficulty, in conquering a little free Common-Wealth in Italh, than in 
ſubduing all the mighty Princes, that then did reign. The Reafon's plain, 
the Slaves of abſolute Princes can only act by Fear, for it's impoſſible 
that Men can love a Man who makes them miſerable; therefore it is, that 
upon the leaſt Defeat, a Tyrant ne'er can miſs to be deſerted by all his 
Subjects, for then they no more fear his Power; whereas, it is not two 
or three unſucceſsful Battles, that make free People deſert the Cauſe 
they fight for; each Man there conſiders, what he fights for is his own; 
and when a Man ſees that if he's beat, he muſt exchange that richeſt 'Trea- 


ſure, Property join'd with Liberty, for Slavery and all its helliſh Conſe- 


quences, what Man can be ſo void of Courage as to fly 2——No, S$chinche, 
the Courſe III follow to be more powerful than any Prince of Dominions 


much more extended, is, III make my Country brave and rich by Liber- 


ty, Vil ſhow them J only have in View their Happineſs and Safety; and 

then I'm ſure to command that Bravery and Riches 
- Schin. This is a way of reaſoning I han't been usd with; your High- 
neſs's Greatneſs is all I have in view; and if you can be Great, and at

Pr. Fr. Maur. Til only give one Inſtance more of the Effect of Liberty 
and Freedom; England was juſt now threaten d with an Invaſion by all 
the Power of Spain. That happy Nation has always known the Beauties 
that attend on Freedom; by it the People are enrichd, and by the 
Riches of the private Subjects the Nation was preſerved ; by the exten- 
five Credit of the London Merchants, the King of Spain was diſappoint- 
ed of great Loans of Caſh he had negotiated with the Bank of Genoa, 
and other trading Places. By this, the Expedition has been delayed for ſo 
long a time, that the Queen is put in a Condition to difiipate the threat- 
ning Danger. She is a Princeſs who employs her Power to make her 

People Great and Happy, ſhe makes the Law the ſacred Rule of her 
Conduct; her Subjects judging right, that in her Safety their own depen- 
ded, did freely contribute their Wealth, and ſcarce a Man refuſed ts

riſque his Life againſt the common Enemy: On the other hand, how nu- 
merous are the Inſtances, in that brave Nation's Hiſtory, of Princes wick- 
ed themſelves; or by bad Miniſters milled, made ſo obnoxious to their 
Subjects Hate, that inſtead of giving them Aſſiſtance, they helped to pull 
them down; and moſt deſervedly does this happen, when Princes oppreſs 
Mankind. That Nation I admire, they have that Bravery and Openneſs 
of Heart, which makes them capable of the greateſt Actions; they ge- 
nerouſly ſupport their Sovereigns when good; and when they're bad, as 
bravely pull the Tyrants down. In ſhort, thoſe who command a brave free 


People, muſt always be a Terror to their Enemies, except they act a Part 
unworthy of the Truſt put in them, and inconſiſtent with their Liberties ; 


and then it is impoſſible that any thing too bad can befal them.

Human Prudence can make Liberty perpetual. As Tyranny and abſolute 
Power do often beget Liberty, by making Subjects deſperate, and reſoly'd, 
at any rate, to deſtroy a Government, which robs them of all that makes 
Life worth a Wiſh, ſo Liberty makes a People Rich and Happy: And 
ſuch is the fatal Turn of Human Nature, that when kind Heaven beſtows 
Happineſs, then Luxury, Pride, and Idleneſs take place; inſtead of Publick 
Spirit, which procured this Bliſs, Self-Intereſt, Covetouſneſs, in moſt 
States ſucceed, with all that numerous Train of Ills which follow natu- 
rally all ſelfiſh Views; for it is plain, that nothing can ſupport the Pub- 
lick Liberty, and Mankind's Happineſs, but each Man thinking, that 
upon theſe his own depends. This is what rais'd all free Commonwealth 
to ſuch a Pitch of Greatneſs; the Atheni ans, Spartans, Thebans, and 
_Achaians, and all the Grecian States, by this means, roſe to Power; and, 
by their Country's Happineſs, ſecured that of every Individual: But from 
the Moment that the Members of theſe Commonwealths drove pri- 
vate Views, the Publick ſunk, and at length thoſe wicked, ſelfiſh Men, 
fell with their Country a Prey to the firſt Enemy that had a mind to 
plunder them. But in the Caſe of Rome, thoſe Principles are demon- 
ſtrated in the cleareſt manner; as long as that brave People preferr'd their 
Country to every other View in Life, how irreſiſtible were their Arms >: 
With how much Reaſon did every private Roman conſider himſelf ſupe- 
rior far to any other Man? For many Centuries, from the Extirpation- 
of their Kings, till Carthage fell, each Roman ſeem'd born to command 
 Mankind,-----But when the Views of the leading Men turn'd ſelfiſh, there 
followed a general Corruption amongſt all Ranks of People. The Co- 
vetouſneſs and Ambition of the Great, made them, in order to come at 
Power, try every Method to biaſs and influence the People in their Fa- 
vours; then Bribery and Corruption came in fathion : The People, who 
always imitate their. Superiors, forgot the Publick ; inſtead of Bravery, 
Cowardice ; inſtcad of Virtue, Vice ſucceeded ; and at length the Roman 
Forum, where Juſtice, where Love to their Country only uſcd to reign, 
was filld with Slaughter and Sedition ; each private great Man had his 
Party, who deſtroy'd each other with more Keenneſs than the common 
Enemy; no Man was ſure of. Property, or of Life, except his Friends 
were uppermoſt in Power.-----Nay, the Benches were made up of Judges, 
who, without regard to Juſtice, made the Party Views of thoſe who 
made them, their Judgments only Rule.

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Pr. of Or. After that brave People were quite kir d out by the Oppttf- 
pos of Marius, Hlla, Cinna, and other Party Leaders, in the Quärrel 
which afterwards happen'd, twixt Pompey and Ceſar, the People took 
their Sides, according as their private Intereſt ſway'd them. They plain- 
ly faw that Liberty was then a Thing not to be kept, and therefore 
choſe rather to ſubmit themſelves to one Maſter, than to be torn in Pieces 
and abus'd by the ambitious Deſigns of Hundreds, none of whom did re- 
gard the Publicx. "Twas thus that Cz/ar became Maſter abſolute, 'twas 
thus the Liberty of Rome was loſt, and that glorious People enſlav'd by 
his Succeſſors; who all, except a very few, were Enemies declar'd to hu- 
man Nature, turn'd drunk with Power, and made Humanity the Butt of 
their Diſpleaſure. Rome than became incapable of that glorious Thing, 
Liberty; the Murderers of Cæſar had no View, but to engroſs his Pow- 
| er; and the Corruption amongſt the Remans was ſo general, that the 
. Murder of that great Man, by thoſe on whom he had moſt generouſly 
i beſtow d both Wealth and Honour, gave to Rome no other View, but 
| the juſt Apprehenſions of ſeeing their Country ſubject to other Maſters, 
who neither had his Judgment nor Humanity —— and who to Ambiti- 
on added, what's ſtill much worſe, Ingratitude. The Plan I have given 
you, will, I hope, preſerve your Liberty, as long as Virtue or a Publick 
Spirit remains; but if that leave you, no Plan of Government can protect 
you from Slavery, for one Tyrant is ſtill better than ſome Hundreds; 
therefore look upon cach Man in Power, who, under ever fo ſpecious 
Pretences (which are never wanting) endeavours to introduce Bribery 
or Corruption of any Kind amongſt the People, to be an Enemy to his 
Country. A brave People can defend themfelves againſt an open Ene- 
my; but he, who being entruſted with Power, and with his Country's. 
Treaſure, employs it to corrupt his Countrymen, does under 'Fruſt de- 
ſtroy its Liberty, and is the very worſt of Enemies; for it's impoſſible a 
corrupt People can preſerve their Freedom. Corruption like a Gangreen 
ſpreads, till all the Body Politick is infected. It was by this, that Liberty 
and Property has been undone in every Age; and therefore, by all thats 
ſacred, I conjure you, who are in greateſt Power, to look upon Virtue and, 
Publick Spirit in the People, as abſolutely neceſſary to preſerve your Coun- 
try's Liberty; and upon each Man, who does endeavour to corrupt or

For whatever Straits the Publick's in, that Intercſt muſt be paid moll 
punctually, or, its Credit ruin'd ; which muſt of all things be preſerved ; 
and when your Neighbours obſerve your 'Treafure is mortgaged, for 


paying Debt, they regard you leſs, you have not fo much Weight, and 
they will be ready to inſult you.— It at any 'Fime Neceſſity obliges 


you to be in debt, be ſure to appoint a certain Fund, gradually to pay it 
off, and let nothing whatſoever prevail upon you to encroach upon this 


Fund; if you do, your own People having no Proſpect of ſeeing the pub- 


lick Debts diſcharged, will doubt the publick Credit, and not fo frankly 
lend their Money. Of all things take care, never to ſhew you are afraid 


of War, nor buy a Peace in any way that's mcan.-----Such as bribing Fo- 
reign Prince's Miniſters, or ſuch like Practices; for tho' that ſometimes 


may have the Effect to prevent War, yet it docs expoſe your Weakneſs, 
and your Fear. And there is no end of that Expence, for that Miniſter 
will always riſe in his Demands as he obſerves your Fears increaſe. The 


only Method to make ſure of Peace, is never to injure your Neighbours, 

nor ſuffer yourſelves to be injured; for if this Year you allow your Sub- 
jects to be robb'd of any thing, tho' cer fo little, the next Year, they'll 
be robb'd of more, 'till at length you ſuffer full as much by Peace as War. 
One thing convey as my Opinion to ſucceeding Ages, with the greateſt 


Care: If e'er this Country be ſo miſerable as fo loſe that publick Spirit 
Which freed it from the Spaniſhßh' Yoke: If inſtead of Virtue and Love 


to the publick Welfare, private ſelfiſh Views, Luxury, Bribery and Cor- 
ruption ſucced : Then you muſt chooſe ſome worthy Man to be Hadi 


Bolder.—And put ſuch Limitations on his Power, as private Property be ſe- 
cured, For when there is a general Corruption, it is impoſſible the 


Commonwealth can act with Vigour, except fome Man of Worth have 
Power to oblige the reſt to do their Duty; for, in that Caſe, each Man 


minds only his own private Intereſt, and it's in the Power of any Foreign 


Prince, to bribe a few Men in Power, to betray the real intereſt of 
their Country. Whereas, a Man ſo conſidcrable as to be nam'd Stadr-

Intereſt to make Conqueſts on the Continent. It is, in ſhort, your mutu- 
al Intereſt to take care of one another. Methinks, I ſee this State in af- 
ter Ages ſave their Liberty and Religion, when juſt ready to be ſwallowed

long as you act for the publick Welfare: And it e er you act another 
Part, it is my laſt Requeſt, that my Country may not regard you as 
my Son.---I find Death nigh at Hand.---As for the Wretch my Murderer, 
puniſh him as a Criminal; but Torture is inhuman. Conſider, the Prieſts 
——are more to blame than he; they made him a Villain ---- by perſuad- 
ing him that it was his Duty to be fo.
